VILLANOVA BARN BURNED

$1600 Prize Bull Owned by College
hllasing

Villanova College men are regretting to-
day the loss by fire of $500 worth of millet,
the first crap ever ralsed on the college
farm, and are hunting for a 31600 prize
Holstein-Friesian bull, The barn on the
grounds of the college, on the Maln Line,
was burned to the ground last night. ‘The
prizs bull was aither burned to death or es-
caped. It lw bhetloved tho anitmal escaped
and the countryside ls being menrched for
him

The loss of the barn and fts contents was
estimated at §$20,000 by the Rev. M. G
Dohan, president of the college. Two
horses and two cows were burned to death,
and bonides the crop of millet, $300 worth of
wheat was destroyed., The fire was fought
by fire companies from Bryn Mawr, Wayna,
Ardmore, Conshohocken and  Norrlstown
Bryn Mawr's “milllonnire” company carried
ita auto pump, which threw 11,500 gallons
of water on the flames. The origin of the
